Two States. 
The Chicago Republican is still harping 


on Tennessee. It tells us that “officers 


who attended the recent army reunion 
represent the social and political condition 
of that unhappy State as terrible beyond 
description.” If this be so, who made it 
80? 

Tennessee was last to go out of the 
Union, first to come back. Her people 
have been notoriously the most conserva- 
tive in America. In by-gone times Radi- 
caliem did not flourish in either of the po- 
litical organizations that existed in Tennes- 
see. During the greater part of the war 
the State was occupied by Federal troops. 
Since the war it has been tied hand and 
foot under the domination’ of Brownlow, 


They have taken many steps in advance of 
the most progressive Republicanism of the 
Northwest. They have done everything 
proscribed by Congress and omitted to do 
nothing exacted by the Radical newspa- 
pers of the North. Yet, “the social and 
political condition” of Tennessee “is terri- 
ble beyond es 

Who made itso? Is it not the natural, 
the inevitable work of Radicalism? Is it 
not the logical consequences of a policy of 
corruption and revenge permitted to run 
riot over a brave and law-abiding people? 

In like manner Arkansas—which is also 
bound hand and foot—is the sport of Rad- 
cal ruffians disguised as loyal militia. 
There is no security for life or property. 
The State 1s turned over to negroes and 
carpet-baggers, who can only hope to flour- 
ish and hold office as they succeed in fo- 
menting disturbance. They are playing 
the Brownlow policy over again with im- 
provements. 

The Republican, and all other 
Republicans, had best explain these things 
prefatory to their lamentations over South- 
ern communities, which their own misgov- 
ernment has well-nigh ruined. 


A Change in the Whisky Tax. 

From current rumors, in many instances 
well calculated to excite suspicion, it is a 
fair presumption that efforts will be made 
to increase the Government tax on whisky. 
At the time when the present law fixing 
the tax and unfixing everything else con- 
nected with whisky was under 
discussion, there were sundry know- 
ing nods ard winks among the in- 
itiated in Congressional morals that the 
changes contemplated and urged would 
accomplish no benefits to the treasury, but 
would eventuate in a good thing for those 
whose nefarious business of robbing the 
treasury the public was led to believe the 
law was designed to break up. The 
sequel of the matter fully establishes 
these oracular winks and _ nods, 
and it is quite probable that the very men, 
whom the law, on the surface, was designed 
to punish or whose operations it was in- 
tended to restrict within legitimate limits, 
were the very individuals who have reaped 
the richest harvest of benefits; and now, 
that the law, about which there was so 
much clamor, having accomplished its 
mission, and having neither arrested nor 
punished fraud or replenished the Treasury, 
a bold effort is to be made for its repeal, 
and the former state of things is to be 
restored. In addition to arguments more 
or less specious, that of morality is to be 
superadded, and Congress is to be lectured 
upon the subject of temperance. Having 
obtained but little more revenue at sixty 
cents per gallon than was received 
when the tax was two dollars per gallon, 
Congress will be urged to put the tax as 
high as possible for the purpose, in some 
measure, of arresting tippling and drunk- 
enness, and the ills which flow from a too 


free indulgence in the juice of corn. It is. 


presumable that this string will be played 
upon pretty vigorously, and that the party 
of great moral ideas will use it te cover up 
and hide from public view the side games 
that will be played while the process of 
remodeling the tax is going forward. It will 
not be difficult to ascertain with approx- 
imate accuracy the result of the proposi- 
tion of increasing the tax to $2 per gallon, 
and, while the law is maturing in com- 
mittee, special or of “the whole,” 
these temperance reformers will take 
care to possess themselves of all 
the stocks on hand, and be ready to sell 
when the proper time arrives. Thus they 
will be-enabled, while preaching temper- 
ance, to get magnificently well paid for 
their preaching. It is possible, however, 
that the evasions of the old law—the stu- 
pendous rascalities of which it was the 
parent and protector—are too fresh in the 
minds of the people, for politicians, how- 
ever adroit or corrupt, to accomplish their 
present designs. If, with the tax at 60 
cents per gallon, the temptation to defraud 
the Government is great, what must it be 
at $2 per gallon? What it was, the coun- 
try knows full well. The records of whisky 
frauds form one among the most disgrace- 
ful chapters in the history of the times. 

As the case now stands, the Treasury 
has been benefited by reducing the tax; 
the revenue has been greater than it was 
when the tax was two dollars per gallon; 
and upon the simple question of revenue, 
which is the only question for Congress to 
consider, the argument is al] against such 
achange. But if the question of morals or 
temperance is to be considered, then, in 
that event, it is easy to produce testimony 
abundant and irrefragible, that nothing 
during the existence of the Government 
has so demoralized the country and del- 
uged it with corruption and crime as the 
legislation of Congress which placed the 
whisky tax at two dollars per gallon. 
What is wanted now is not so much 
legislation upon whisky—though we think 
the present law could be improved—as 
honest officials, men who regard the sanc- 
tity of their oaths, who are not broken- 
down politicians, receiving office as the re- 
ward of political services, but men capable 
and honest. There are thousands of such 
men in the country, and if General Grant’s 
administration fulfills any of the expecta- 
tions of the conservative people of the 
country we shall find in the faithful ad- 
ministration of the laws the quietus of 
whisky frauds and whisky rings, and the na- 
tion will bewpared the humiliation of any 
further acknowledgments that honest men 
cannot be found to protect the revenu.

He knows 
very well that he has been affected in one 
way or another bya thousand hopes and 
fears; by countless multitudes of shadows 
that cross and recross the zigzag pathway 
of his life. It is very absurd to see any 
one set up foran oracle. It is only an 
evidence of effrontry when one tells us how 
sagacioushe is, how infallible, and what 
wonders he has done and can do. 

The Republican press is a most power- 
ful engine. No citizen can be indifferent 
to its power. No Republican editor should 
be careless of his power. It would be a 
happy day for the country if the hints we 
have casually thrown out were acted on 
more generally by all newspaper writers 
and conductors, but particularly by those 
who represent the party which now con- 
trols the Government. 


A Short Lesson in Philology. 

Grant White condémns Richard Savage, 
the author of “ The Wanderer,” for the use 
of “sprung” and “sung” in the lines— 

“ From liberty each noble science sprung— 

A Bacon brightened and a Spenser sung.”’ 
He says that Savage employed these 
words “ in wantonness, it would seem, or 
ignorance.” 

The charge of wantonness and i ignorance 
at least as far as the words quoted are con- 
cerned, is infinitely more applicable to Mr. 
White than to Savage. Sprung and sung 
are correct, and deserve ever to remain 
correct. Dr. Bullion, Hallock, Pinneo, 
Brown, Kirkham, and, best of all, Noble 
Butler, prefer sung and sprung to sang and 
sprang. In Butler’s list of irregular verbs 
in which the past tense and the auxiliary 
perfect participle are alike in form, we 
have: Imperfect or present infinitive, sing ; 
past indicative, sung ; auxiliary perfect par- 
ticiple, sung. The word sang is placed at 
the right of the column of past indicatives 
to indicate that sung is the choicest 
word, and the one most in use. Shone is 
thus placed before shined. 

We havein the same list imperfect or 
present infinitive, sprung; past, sprung; 
auxiliary perfect, sprung. So likewise 
string, strung, strung, and swing, swung, 
swung. We are confident that most of 
our readers will agree with us in regarding 
Butler asa better grammarian than Rich- 
ard Grant White. 

Wright is the only grammarian of whom 
we have any knowledge who places sprang 
before sprung and sang before sung, but 
from it we cannot argue that he is right. 
Worcester, in his large lexicon, does not 
hesitate to call both sang and sprang obso- 
lete words. Webster admits them par- 
tially obsolete. The idea of a “song 
sang” instead of a “song sung” is absurd. We 
suppose Grant White will contend next 
that spun should be span, and write “the 
flax span” instead of the flax spun. 

The same author objects, too, vehe- 
mently, to the preterite thrived, and re- 
grets that Pope should use it for throve. 
Throve may be the better word, and is 
doubtless the oftenest used, but, after so 
many blunders, the students of good Eng- 
lish will look for higher suthority than 
Richard Grant White, particularly when 
he has the impudence to assert that the 
German word sitten (sitzen) should be 
used for sat—a genuine Anglo-Saxon word 
from the very fountain of purity itself. 

The word “sitten” is certainly of Ger- 
manic origin, though many able scholars 
claim to trace it to the Saxon “sitan.” The 


Goths used “sitan” or “sittan,” but “sitten” . 


is a German noun, and used by the best 
German scholars. We hope they will con- 
tinue to use it as such. Richard Grant 
White may thunder until doomsday that 
it is a better word than satin the phrase 
“The jury has sitten (not sat) a long while.” 

This error, however, is not so bad as the 
common use of set for sit. Indeed, it would 
seem that the transitive verbs lay, raise 
and set are ever to be confounded with 
the intransitive verbs lie, rise and sit. The 
rules regulating the use of these verbs 
have been so simplified by grammarians 
that the least care in the world should ena- 
ble a writer to use them correctly. Set 
set, set, and sit, sat, sat, are as simple as 
simplicity itself. We set a thing in its 


place, and we sit down when we are tired |

ROUND-ABOUT. 


I. 
The New French Cabinet. 

Any change in the immediate advisors of 
Napoleon is just now of interest. The New 
York Tribune says: ‘‘M. Pinard, who was re- 
garded as the chief representative of the Cler- 
ical and anti-Liberal party, has bren replaced 
by M. de Forcade Ja Roquette, hitherto Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, and supposed to be a little 
less anti-Liberal than Pinard. In the Foreign 
Department, the Marquis de Levalette, who is 
looked upon as the chief supporter of a paci- 
fic foreign policy among the Emperor’s coun- 
sclors, takes the place of M. de Monustier. 
The change seems to indicate that the Em- 
peror begins to consider that his prosecution 
of the press and other like measures would in- 
fallibly endanger the interests of his dynasty.” 
The changes in the English and French cabi- 
nets taken together with the Cabinet of Grant 
argues a new deal all around. All of the cab- 
inets will be strong ones and well matched 
probably.

A Colored Marius Among the Ruins of Recon- 


One of “God's images carved in ebony,’ “‘a 
man and brother,’’ “an intelligent contra- 
band,’’ “ta highly respectable cullud pusson,”’ 
a representative man, in short, the gentleman 
from Afriea, has come to grief. He sits now 
like his illustrious prototype, the celebrated 
varty who incubated among the rubbish of 
Carthage, chewing the cud of sweet and bitter 
fancy, and musing on the ingratitude of re- 
publics. Sumner looks at him but don’t see 
him; Wade, the sturdy, won’t even invite him 
to take pot-luck in the kitchen. Hog and 
hominy have not passed his lips since he be- 
held the city of magnificent distances. That 
shallow, calf-ekinn-covered trunk, orna- 
mented with brass tacks, is innocent of sta- 
tionery in the shape of soap and penknives.

It. 
Railway Station Indicators. 


The New York World, in an article on this 
subject, says an excellent apparatus for inform- 
ing travelers of the names of stations is used 
on the passenger trains of the Ogdensburg and 
Lake Champlain railroad. It consists of a 
small wooden box with a glass front, sur- 
mounted by a bell. When a train arrives at a 
station the bell rings, and the name of the next 
stopping place on the route appears under the 
glass in lettcrs three inches in length. Such 
an apparatus is a great addition to the comfort 
of railway travelers, and saves much anxiety 
arising from mistakes and uncertainty. We 
do not see why some such arrangement could 
not be adopted on all roads. A reliable indi- 
cator of this description would relieve the pub- 
lic from the annoyance of questioning reticent 
conductors and surly brakemen,and save a 
great deal of trouble all round. Something 
of | Ste ie is sadly needed. The custom of 
brakesm€n putting their heads out and calling 
the names of the stations is a primitive fash- 
ion, which should be abolished. 


EVs 
The Charleston Phosphates. 


The New York Tribune of the 19th instant 
has a long and interesting article on the vast 
depositafof phosphate recently discovered un- 
derlying various points in and around Charles- 
ton. The location, extent and the value of 
the phosphates as a ferlizer is discussed. and 
the probable importance of it as an article of 
commerce considered; together with the pro- 
gress of the development and manufacture of 
the phosphates and the capita! invested and 
the result obtained. The marl discovered 
some years ago was analyzed by several dis- 
tinguished scientific men, among them Prof. 
J. Lawrence Smith, of this city. The material 
benefit arising from a proper utilization of this 
discovery cannot be over-estimated to Charles- 
ton. Mr. Memminger, formerly Confederate 
Secretary of the Treasury, is now at the head 
of ‘‘The Sulphuric Acid and Superph 
Company,’ which is engaged in turning the 
phosphates to use. 

V. 

Old Time Reception of the President's Message. 


Nothing indicates the absence of dignity and 
decorum in our national councils than the 
way in which the President’s message was re- 
ceived. “In Washington’s days the Presi- 
dent’s message was received with dignffied 
courtesy, and a committee appointed to wait 
on the President with the reply. At the time 
appointed, the Senators went in procession to 
the President’s room, and were received with 
that serious and stately courtesy which was 
then in vogue among persons high in office. 
Fancy a long dining room, vith the tables 
and chairs removed. Before the _fire- 
piece stands a tall and superb figure clad in 
a suit ef black velvet, with black silk stock- 
ings and silver buckles. His hair, white with 
powder, is gathered behind in a silk bag. He 
wears yellow gloves, and holds a cocked hat 
adorned with cockade and plume. A sword, 
with hilt of polished steel and sheath of white 
leather, further relieves the somber magnifi- 
cenee of the President’s form. The Senators 
enter, with the Vice-President at their head, 
and read the address, to which the President 
makes a brief and courteous reply, and, at its 
con¢elusion, the Senate made a formal and 
ceremoneons exit, and then returned to their 
chamber. Customs and manners have changed 
since then to a complete antithesis.’’ Our 8u- 
perier Civilization does not seem to tend to- 
ward improvement in Senatorial proprieties. 

VI. 
New-Year’s Calls. 

The great question which will shortly agi- 
tate many fair hostesses, whether te receive or 
not on New-Year’s day, begins to loom up. 
It is a good thing to take one day to rush 
around and wish your friends a happy New- 
Year. But the question is, can the men spare 
the time? Time is money. Will they divide 
that much of their money among their friends? 
A recent New York letter says: ‘“‘New-Year’s 
receptions have been going out of fashion on 
Fifth avenue for some years, and there will be 
fewer of them this year than last. In fact, 
nearly every family claiming a good social po- 
sition has withdrawn from the list of those 
who set tables for New-Year’s visitors. A 
dozen years ago it was considered mean not to 
set a New-Ycar’s table, furnished with plenty 
of eatables, wines and strong liquors, and con- 
fectionery; but New York has changed very 
much since that time. Class distinctions 
have become sharper, and the people are 
more selfish. There is no probability that 
New-Year’s calls will go out of date, but the 
custom is gradually undergoing a_ great 
cbange. In the highest circles it is now suffi- 
cient for acquaintances to exchange cards. 
Sometimes these are sent by servants, and 
somctimes’ they are left in person. The 
merely fashionable families keep open house 
for all who chose to call, but do not set tables 
for hungry men to gormandize at. The mid- 
dle classes, who do not care much for fwh- 
ion, keep up the custom in the old way, with 
the exception of substituting temperate beve- 
certainly, is 
The working people show 
more hospitality, in proportion to their 
means, than any other class. Their tables 
are generally well furnished, and they press 
every visitor to eat, drink and be merry. But 
there isa great difference between the New 
Year's of to-day and the New Year's of twelve 
years ago, and the change is not on the side 
of hospitality. Twenty years hence the cus- 
tom of making New Year’s calls will probably 
be a dry formality.”’ 

VII. 
Greeley on Resumption. 

The views of the white-coated philosopher 
on resumption are of interest. He tavors im- 
mediate resumption and believes that there 
will be no run on the Treasury if specie pay- 
ments were begun to-morrow or first of Jan- 
uary, and says he would resume at once on our 
seventy millions; or if we don’t resume imme- 
diately, he would use fifty millions to buy up 
and cancel bonds, and thus appreciate the na- 
tional credit. The one thing needful for re- 
sumption is to provide some form of national 
obligations which holders of greenbacks will 
prefer to coin, and this can be obtained by 
making a bond which shall be perfectly 
secure. He closes by saying ‘‘the bonds are 
not to be converted into greenbacks, as I re- 
joice in believing that you are at length satis- 
fied; but the greenbacks, if paid at all, must 
be converted into bonds. I urge that course, 
therefore, which will make such conversion 
practicable. l want every greenback made 
equal to coin, not in 1871, but very early in 
1869; I recommend the plan that leads directly 
to this result. I seek a consol in which our 
greenbacks may be funded at pleasure on terms 
favorable to our taxpayers. I scekan early 
reduction of the interest on our five-twenties, 
eo fast as the Government’s option shall 
have matured, to five and if possible to four 
per cent., and I have steadfastly advo- 
cated carly resumption and _ execrated 
every form of repudiation from the 
start. But for the infamously 
dishonest proposition that the 5-203 might 
justly be paid off in greenbacks, and the pow- 
erful names whereby that villainy was upheld, 
we might have resumed and commenced fund- 
ing our 5-20s at a lower intcrest long ago. The 
country is to-day many millions poorer, and 
much frether from perfect solvency by reason 
of that wretched device of Copperhead ras- 
cality, the greenback theory, and of the coun- 
tenance lent to it by men whose patriotism 
and sense of obligation to the nation’s credit- 
ors should have kept them out of the slough, 
if their integrity did not suffice When this 
countenance shall have been wholly with- 
drawn and apologized for, we shall be very 
near ree umption.

“VIRGINIA. 
“Hard Times in, Olid Vir- 
ginny. 


{Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.) 


Ricumonpn, Va , Dee 15, 1363. 
a great criminal should have been hanged 
here to-day, but a writ of habeas corpus, 
gran ited by the notorious United States Dis- 
rict Judge of Virginia, Underwood, and a 
consequent — by our carpet-bag Govera- 
or, Wells, have sed to postpone the ex- 
ecution till at least the 15th of next Februray. 
The criminal I refer tois James Jeter Phil- 
lips, convicted of having murdered his wife in 
the most atrocious manner on the night of the 
17th of February, 1867. Phillips. in July, 
1865, married a simple but respgctable c: yuatry 
girl, named Pitts, in Essex county, of this 
State. For reasons best known to himself he 
kept that marriige a profound secret from all 
his family and acqnaintances here and else- 
where, passing himeecl{ as an unmarried man 
everywhere out of sex. Ou the 16th of 
February, 1867, he brought his wife to Rich- 
mond, and on the next day she disappeared, 
to be found a lifeless and mangled corpse in a 
lonely wood below the city on the jast day of 
the month. It was a great horror and mystery. 
» identification of the body seemed impos- 
She woes a stranger, and po one knew 
In the meantime Phillips wrote to the 
Pitts family a series of letters, artfully con- 
trived, to prepare those uns uspec ting pe ople 
for the natural death of his wife. Sonie months 
elapsed, when a letter addressed early in the 
vear to Phillips was found. It was dated from 
Essex, and purported to be from his wife. This, 
at first, created astonishment and then sus- 
picion, Other circumstances were now re- 
membered in the conduct of this nice young 
man that were difficult of explanation. The 
consequence was that the Sheriff of Essex was 
written to. Step by step the relentless mqut- 
ry proceeded, until at last Phillips was ar- 
rested, charged with the murder of his wife. 
Upon this charge he was tmed last year, and 
the jury failed to agree—ten being for convic- 
tion and two for acquittal. The two jurors 
for acquittal were loudly charged with being 
bribed, the charge not being wholly without 
probability. The evidence, it is true, was 
wholly por ene but of the most con- 
vincin - be character. a This _ he 
was tried again, and foun ty by a ju 
drawn froma distant county, it betng a 
impossible to procure & Jet in this 
He was then sentenced to be hung on the 6th 
of November.

MonTGOMERY, ALa., Dec. 16, 1568. 

The stranger to Mon ery who may hap- 
pen to reach the city on Saturday, if anxious 
to pick 3 an item or two, cannot do better 
than to visit the market, which is generally 
open by three in the ernoon, continuing 
open till late at night. The market “place is a 
miserable structure at best, and positively dis- 
graces the city; but, as the preacher observed 
when caught kissing a colored sister, ‘‘it’s the 
best there is.’ The upper part of the 
building does double duty as a Council cham- 
ber and ag a police office, while the lower part is 
vilely daubed with blue and red paint, we 
it look filthy in the extreme. The stalls in 
the meat market rent for something like $100 
each per year, and the butchers are perhaps 
the jolliest fellows one would like to meet 
with, each taking his “‘tod’’ at early day- 
break with scrupulous regularity. The qual- 
ity of their meats is gencrally excellent and 
the prices really awful, as all will admit who 
go there to obtain the necessaries of life for 
the support of their families. 

Attached to the meat-market is a long wood- 
den shed, confined to the sale of fish and veg- 
etables, at the end of which are two very or- 
dinary coffee stands, where the beverage that 
cheers but not inebriates can be obtained as 
early as four o’clock in the morning, and a 
vile mixture it is at that. The Moslem, fresh 
from the land of the prophet, would seck in vain 
for any trace of the delicate — supposed

JOSEPH JEFI JEFFERSON. 
A Sketch of Himself and Family. 


There are-few men who have a firmer hold 
in the popular heart than Joseph Jefferson. 
By his talents and his culture he has shed 
additional lastre upon the stage and honor 
upon his profession. A man of cultivation 
and refined tastes, combined with a thorough 
knowledge of the world, he yet retains all the 
warmth and genial, sunny kindliness of a 
gentle nature. His acting in Rip Van Winkle 
has, by its naturalness, simplicity and power, 
won for him the foremost position on the 
stage in his peculiar school of the~drama, 
here is every probability that we shall short- 
ly enjoy the rare treat of having him with us 
again, and in view of the fact, we give, from a 
Washington paper, the following highly in- 
teresting sketch of his family: 

There is seldom to be found a more striking 
exemple of the transmission of genius in a 
family through successive — in any 
profession than is presented in the succession 
of gifted characters who, under the name at 
the head of this notice, have for a hundred 

years illustrated the comic drama upon the 
English and American stage. 

‘The first member of this family who distin- 
guished himself on the stage was the cotem- 
porary and fellow actor of Garrick, and his 
name is seen thus associated in most of the 
acting editions of the plays in that period. He 
was manager of the Plymouth (England) thea- 
ter at the time of his death, and died greatly 
respected. His wife died singularly. She was 
thrown into a fit of uncontrollable laughter, 
which resulted in convulsions, from a comic 
feat at a dramatic performance, and from which 
she never for a moment recovered. 

Joseph Jefferson, the son of the above, ar- 
rived in Boston in 1796. Remaining there but 
a short time, he went to New York, and was 
a favorite there, sharing the comic honors 
with Hodgkisson, the first comic actor of the 
time. In 1803, he became a member of the 
Philadelphia stage, and continued so during 
the remainder of his professional life. He re- 
tired from the stage some years before his 
death, in consequence of failing health and 
spirits, the result of Lge mag tacks of the 
gout, inherited from his father, and against 
which, from early manhood, he vainly forti- 
fied anes by a life of the greatest care and 


fter | this he was for a short period on the 
stage of this city, and performed on the occa- 
sion of the last appearance here of the Woods. 
Subsequently he went to Harrisburg, perform- 
ing there occasionally, and, overwhelmed with 
domestic as well as phy sical.calamities, closed 
his pure and honored life in that city in 1832. 
is remains were buried in St. Stephen's 
Protestant Church of that place, and remained 
without the slightest memorial till 1843, when 
the late Judge Gibson and Judge Rogers, of 
a it State, placed a handsome marble slab over 
e grave, in memory of the pleasure and the 
prot which, in the freshness of their youth, the 
great actor had shed upon theirlives. The in 
scription on the slab, written by J op Gibson, 
whose eminence in his judicial and profes- 
sional duties commanded for a third of a cen- 
tury the homage of a whole State, reveals not 
only the highest graces of scholarship, but a 
tenderness and » near of sentiment that 
crowns every other sucaiinne, It is as follows:
